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River Bridges 
Now Toll Free 
For Motorists 


It takes gas to get there but it 
doesn’t cost anytihng to cross ’em 
now. 


Cross what? Why, the Antioch 
and Carquinez bridges over the 
Sacramento river. 

Placed in operation 18 years ago 
these two spans became toll free 
to motorists at midnight on July 
31. This is nearly three years ahead 
of the toll free date estimated by 
engineers when the state bought 
the structures from the American 
Toll Bridge Company. 


The bridges were constructed 
privately-under franchises from the 
Contra Costa board of supervisors. 
They were opened to traffic early 
in 1927, and the State took over 
September 16, 1940, agreeing to pay 
approximately $6,500,000. 


Increased revenues accruing from 
heavy wartime traffic enabled the 
State to retire the bridge bonds 
considerably ahead of the estimated 
1948 date.

Many Post-War 
Problems to Face 
Growing Albany 


The following article was written 
by Mrs. Beatrice Raymond, execu- 
tive secretary and manager of Al- 
bany’s Chamber of Commerce for 
the 1945 publication of the Oakland 
Tribune Year Book, recently off the 
press: 

The Post-War future of the City 
of Albany poses many intriguing 
problems for this community, How 
many of our population of more than 
20,000 will remain here when war’s 
production demands cease? What 
part will this city, nominally a resi- 








dential area, play in Metropolitan 
Oakland’s inevitable industrial ex- 
pansion? How may we adjust our 
future realignment to best afford our 
permanent peace-time residents the 
greatest attainable civic comforts? 

The Post-War Planning Commit- 
tee, the Citizens Committee and the 
Chamber of Commerce are approach- 
ing these questions objectively. No 
roseate attitude hides the commonly 
accepted belief that the transition 
period is going to demand the utmost 
in concerted effort to prevent major 
disarrangement. 

Albany, however, does not antici- 
pate difficulties to the same degree 
as those which face its sister cities 
of the Metropolitan area, It has 
little in the way of major industry; 
hence it is not concerned with re- 
conversion, of possible complete 
closure of plants which have been 
born of war needs alone. 

This city’s post-war design centers 
on home building—much of which 
will be needed if it is to retain many 
of the residents now housed in “du- 
ration” dwellings. The city’s loca- 
tion on the northern approach to 
Metropolitan Oakland, which pro- 
vides quick and easy access to main 
business districts, the University of 
California, San Francisco and the 
county resort areas, makes it a prac- 
ctical location for a home. 

The city is host to a multi-million- 
dollar United States Government es- 
tablishment, the Western Regional 
Research Laboratory—a permanent 
installation which is one of four 
similar institutions situated  strate- 
gically throughout the Nation. 

It has a comprehensive retail trad- 
ing area conducted by merchants alert 
to modern demands upon business. 
It has a progressive school system 
of elementary and high school 
grades. And it has an efficient city 
government and adequate police and 
fire protection. 





Despite the influx of residents dur- 
ing the past few years there is a 
notable civic solidarity amongst the 
residents. Wholehearted cooperation 
has been given to all civic undertak- 
ings, and the ready response to cam- 
paigns for war funds has enabled Al- 
bany to exceed its quota every time 
despite the lack of corporation funds’ 





support which has bolstered other 
cities’ war bond selling drives. 

The greatest test of this cohesion, 
however, will come when the war is 
over—and the Chamber of Commerce 
is confident that the strain will not 
too great.

Citing the role of the Eagles in 
pioneering for and achieving state 
old age pensions, social security, 
workmens’ compensation and mothers 
pension laws, Young urged exten- 
sion of social security, as proposed 
in pending congressional legislation, 
so that all Americans may be pro- 
tected from an impoverished old age. 
He also urged congressmen to sup- 
port pending legislation to include 
agricultural, household, hospital ana 
seasonal workers in the Social Se- 
curity system. These measures have 
been indorsed by the Eagles Na- 
tional commission on old age pen- 
sions and social security.

“A preliminary survey reveals; 
however, that the new law will re- 
strict the number of licenses to 
such an extent that few if any new 
places can be opened,” he declared.
